This tremendously searching discussion of the anils, tragedies, 
atrocities and caanes of the norId ear denotes an entire section to a 
powerful presentation of constructive policies for abolishing war by the 
substitution of rational procedures for the peaceful settlement of inter¬ 
national controversies, in whieh procedures the author is chiefly interested. 

(The vast amount of exact infornation and quotations fron many 
authorities make this amating volume a treasure house for speakers and workers. 

Hr. Page presents first of all the causes of the World War: nation¬ 
alism, imperialism, militarism, chauvinism, fear and alliances. After pre¬ 
senting the turnedlate origins, he asks Just why the United States entered the 
war. This chapter of twenty pages Is a startling disclosure of the sinister 
forces and secret influences that resulted in America's participation: the 
financial interests of America's munition makers, clever but decei-tful pro¬ 
paganda. manufactured atrocity stories, the personal eonvietions aad secret 
commitments ef Colonel House, Germany's blundering diplomacy and President 
Wilson's personal attitude. In closing this chapter Hr. Pago asks what 
the results of the world war would have boon had the United States aot en¬ 
tered, with ratter disconcerting conclusions. 

Explanations of the war given by the principal national ldaders is 
another illuminating chapter - eonvietod out of their own mouths. Ivea 
President -11son shifted his explanation after wo entered.

Kirby Page, editor of the World Tomorrow, out¬ 
standing radical, wlio declares in his magazine that 
m Is done with the republican and democratic parties 
and tiic present industrial and social order, was 
brought to Lansing Sunday to speak against the 
maintenance of armament. 

Editor Page is a special pleader, but he is not a 
ijtudent and teacher. He is of the type which says 
If you are not wholly with me you are against me.” 
The world does stand in need of council in matters 
of peace and war, but Page is among those who deny 
it. He enjoys fighting for his cause. He brings not 
candid consideration to the great issue, but turmoil 
instead. Those who want a fight usually get it. 

Nations are armed today because of centuries of 
experience. Those of the type of Editor Page say 
forget that experience, completely disarm, and, there¬ 
after, all will go serenely with no threat or war. If 
those of the Page type can believe that steadfastly 
enough, they surely have an argument. But the world, 
in general, remembering its long experience, fails to 
believe what Page and the others tell it. The battle 
being as it is between experience and fancy, the con¬ 
test will be long. It will be acrimonious, too, at times, 
because pacifist® of the Page stamp render it so. 

Editor Page, in the November issue of his maga¬ 
zine, deals with the argument that armament is in 
the nature of insurance. He says that the United 
States spends about $700,000,000 a year on its army 
and navy. He adds that in 10 years that means $7 - 
000,000,000. Prom this Page goes on to say that even 
if America were attacked, it is not conceivable that 
$7,000,000,000 of damage would be done to us, and, 
therefore, to .pay $700,000,000 a year is too high a 
premium.

Dear Sir: 

I learned the other day that Monmouth had been fortunate enough to 
hear Kirby Page on her campus for a day or so. Not knowing the organiza¬ 
tion or organizations responsible for bringing him to Monmouth, I am taking 
this means of congratulating them. The more men of Kirby Page's caliber 
Monmouth brings before her students, the more nearly she will approach the 
goal of an ideal educational institution. 

I meo Kirby Page about four years ago in Detroit, while a student at 
Monmouth. He is one speaker I will never forget. Since then I have read 
everything I could get hold of that has been written by Mr Page or about 
him. If there h another man in our country who is more broad minded, 
more thoughtful of his fellow men (and that does not mean they must live 
in the U* S. A., either), and more conscientious, I haven't heard of him. 

I also understand that there are certain citizens or groups of citizens in 
Monmouth, well meaning perhaps buc certainly very narrow minded, who 
would shield the students of Monmouth College from the AWFUL influence 
of this man. I knew business was slack but 1 had thought that everyone in 
Monmouth had all he could do to lend to his own business.

They cover the pages of their newspapers with 
stories of murder, gang war-fare, divorce and out-crys against prohibition, 
for the youth of the land to read and yet cry out in horror if a man dares 
to express some sound truths before a student audience. They accuse Kirby 
Page of being a radical. Well, it is common knowledge that everyone from 
the beginning of time who has dared to stand for a principle in the face of 
opposition has been tagged a radical. If Kirby Page is a radical, then let's 
hope he makes more radicals of the same type in every student body in our 
land. 

My only regret is that I wasn't in Monmouth to hear Kirby Page again. 
I hope Monmouth College brings many more men like him to her campus.

My dear Eddy, 


Really, really, really! One can bear some things but 
other things are very hard to stand. I see your name as associated 
as a contributing editor with ’'The World Tomorrow". Now I ask you, 
could anything more mischievous or more misleading be written than 
the Editorial" "The Irresistible Tide"? Everybody knows that the 
Indian situation is an ext he fflST:y''Tte±irc ate one at the present time 
and not a situation which should be poisoned. How can you expect 
progressive, sober-minded people like myself, who are extremely 
friendly to America, not to feel that this kind of thing is quite 
intolerable? One would conclude from this editorial that British 
opinion was extremely unsympathetic to India's urgent demand for 
self government, whereas the Round Table Conference members have 
been struck by the earnestness of the desire of Great Britain to 
secure self government for India in the best possible way at the 
earliest possible moment more than by anything else. One would 
think from what the writer of this editorial says that Great Britain 
was resisting India's demand for self government, whereas more than 
a hundred years ago the rightness of this for India was clearly 
stated by British administrators and in spite of a conservative 
element in the country which never likes change of any kind, English 
policy has steadily worked towards self government for India. Don't 
I remember how twenty years ago S.K.Datta and I used to pour over 
John Morley's speech on the subject with the greatest possible 
interest! Indian friends on the Round Table Conference at the 
present time tell me that the real obstacle to progress is the 
conflict between Mohammedans and Hindus. There is where the 
essence of the difficulty lies, not in England. I cannot imagine 
how a man of your intelligence can associate yourself with anything 
so shoddy and slipshod, as a great deal of what appears in "The 
World Tomorrow". One has a great deal of sympathy with what 
evidently are the main positions of the promoters of this paper 
and it is because of this sympathy that I deplore the fact that 
there is so much loose writing and poor judgment on situations in 
the paper.

Gives Chinese Viewpoint. 

‘‘The problem, through Chinese 
eyes, is this: Their land has been 
invaded and seized by armed might 
Of a neighboring country. Their 
seaco&st cities have been bombard¬ 
ed. It has been necessary to move 
the capital ’to. an lnlahl city. The 
Chinese, conscientious and patriotic, 
are doing just what patriotic Amer¬ 
icans would do. 

"Both countries arc acting ac¬ 
cording to the orthodox reactions 
of patriots, and both believe they 
are in the right. That is what makes 
the crisis. Japan is doing nothing 
more than the United States has 
done on an average of once every 
twelve months. We send the mar¬ 
ines somewhere at least once a year 
for the purpose of protecting Amer- 
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lean property, life and honor. 

"The whole thing resolves itself 
into a question of how can a coun¬ 
try’s citizens be given safety and 
security in foreign countries, and 
it cannot be worked out by the use 
of armed forces. We should keep 


s- our marines at home and insist that 
n-' other countries keep their armed 
ns forces at home. We must build in- 
ir. ternational agencies of Justice. 
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PAGE SEES WAV 
TO BRING PEACE 

League Has Not Used Pow¬ 
erful Resources, He Says. 


War between Japan and China 
still can be prevented by the League 
of Nations if it will draw upon its 
three most powerful but heretofore 
unused resources, Kirby Page, edi¬ 
tor of The World Tomorrow, who 
spoke before the Foreign Policy 
Association Friday night in the 
Griswold X W. C. A., declared. 

These three weapons are: Moral- 
legal judgment against the aggres¬ 
sor nation by the council of the 
League, threat of diplomatic ostra¬ 
cism, and third, use of the embargo. 
Japan is not strong enough polit¬ 
ically to withstand such an on¬ 
slaught from the League, Page de¬ 
clared, and would almost immediate¬ 
ly i be brought to terms. 

' The reasons the League hesifates 
to employ the only'effective meas¬ 
ures at its command, lie said, are 
three: The League fears to offend 
powerful nations who are not mem¬ 
bers, some nations who already are 
members have so recently enacted 
the role that is at present Japan’s 
that they hesitate to pass judgment 1 
on her, and, third, these are no 
doubt intending again to be ag¬ 
gressor nations and hate to make 
for themselves uncomfortable beds. 

"Unless there is a lot of clear 
thinking done in the present crisis, 
which is one of the black periods 
in the history of the world, we are 
all likely to be swept into a terrible

ECONOMIC LOSSES CITED 
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Speaking last night on the Geneva 
disarmament conference to an audi¬ 
ence that taxed the seating capacity 
of Grace Methodist Protestant 
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church, Kirby Page, editor of '.‘The 
World Tomorrow,” author, and lec- 
turere on international questions, dis¬ 
cussed the two schools of thought 
that will be manifest at Geneva and 
gave reasons why the one favoring 
dramatic reduction of arms should 
succeed. 

Miss Harriet Elliott, of North Caro¬ 
lina college, presided at the meeting, 
and introduced Mr. Page. At the 
conclusion of the address, an open 
forum was conducted during which 
Mr, Page was called upon to answer 
numerous questions suggested to the 
audience by his talk. 

The speaker designated the con¬ 
ference to be held next February as 
significant, because it will not only 
bring together representatives of all 
countries in the league of nations 
but those that are not—Turkey, Rus¬ 
sia, and the United States. In every 
delegation will be two schools of 
thought, one, the usual point of view, 
that in "our kind of world with as 
much danger as there is the only 
safe course Is to have a good-sized 
armed force,” and one, a new point 
of view, maintaining that “we will 
never have safety and security as 
long as we. depend on armed forces* 
and that we should d rastlcall y rc- 
duce arms and put pur faith In world 
organization.” 

Mr. Page gave reasons for the latter 
position, stating that the whole pro¬ 
cedure of putting confidence in armed 
forces is untenable because it is not
